OOKING clown upon the town of Bolton 
from the surrounding hills one could not 
wish to view a more pleasing prospect of 
Autumn beauty and prosperity.

When the morning train from Toronto rumbled into Bolton on a 
sunny October day, the city Visitor leaped from the train to the 
station platform. There he stood enraptured, breathing in great 
breaths of Bolton pure air which chased from his system the smoke, 
dust and worry of the dingy city. You like Bolton even before ycju 
see the town beyond the hills. You breathe in the health, the peace, 
the re-invigoration of hill and stream, forest and field. The air is 
bracing, the clear skies are blue and a general feeling of well-being 
and prosperity pervades every fringe of landscape. 

In the vicinity of the station rises mountain-like, a grain elevator 
which bespeaks the presence of a great grain-raising country in the 
Bolton district. Typical, healthy and prosperous looking citizens 
on the station platform w'ere an indication of a live, business town. 
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A jolly, good-natured Boltonian seized the Visitor’s suitcase 
with a helping hand and hustled the Visitor into the bus. Bang! 
went the door; crack! snapped the whip, and the bus went whirling 
away down the winding road through the hills. 

Bolton is in one respect like Rome, it is built on seven hills. 
The town is sheltered by the surrounding range of hills. This outer 
bulwarks wards oflf the cold attacks of wind and weather. Between 
the hills one catches glimpses of green glades, the river, farm lands 
and the outposts of the town. 

When the long gray road had twisted along through the first 
line of defense of the hills the Visitor’s eye was held by the beautiful 
stretch of property on the right from the roadway. This delightful 
tract, Homeside Park, is worthy of special notice by virtue of its 
unique position in the ampitheatre of the hills. Because of its shel¬ 
tered position and accessibility this property has recently been put 
on the market for residential purposes.

and business is good because for a radius of ten miles there is here one 
of the best fanning sections in Ontario; and because business is good 
Bolton is a good town to live in. 

F'rom the north hill there is a splendid view of the town. The 
motor car chug-chugged and wore its heart out getting up to this 
winding eminence. Once landed, the \asitor, by direction of guides, 
found himself in a richly productive field, wherein corn stalks rustled 
pumpkins peered forth from clustered leaves. 

Three farm lads, each the original of Whittier’s '‘Barefoot 
Boy,” piloted the party over an agricultural ‘‘Plains of Abraham,” 
upon which shocks of grain stood stacked like rifles. Over rail 
fences and through intertwining trees the party came to the brow 
of a hill from which eminence could be seen Bolton and its environs, 
unrolled to view below like a rare autumnal painting. 

The town of Bolton derives its name from its founder, “Boss” 
Bolton, an Englishman who built a mill on the town site nearly a 
century ago.

On J. F. Warbrick’s farm, flax was grown successfully this year. 
This farm is one mile from the C.P.R. station, has a good orchard, is 
wa tered by the Humber and is well adapted for grain or stock purposes.

His memory takes him 
back to ’56 when he took the stage from Bolton to Toronto. At the 
top of the hill at 6 a.m., the stage got stuck in a snow drift, and 
Mr. Smith walked, arriving in Toronto at 7 p.m. He remembers 
when in 1855 Hamilton’s paint shop stood where the big Eaton 
store now stands. Where the Toronto City Hall now stands, 
there was then Bird’s Tavern with the old log trough in front. 

Judging by how greatly Bolton has developed during the past, 
Mr. Smith expects to see the town become one of the liveliest in 
Ontario in the near future.
